Members of the caucus discussed 
the problems that have arisen 
through the drouth situation in the 
southern parts of the province and 
Hon, Mr. Chant, Minister of Agri- 
culture, ‘stated in an interview that 
the government is preparing ‘a defi- 
nite policy to deal with the situa- 
tion, Hon. Charles Cockroft, Pro- 
Vincial Treasurer, is‘now in Ottawa 
discussing various business matters 
with the federal authorities and he 
will also broach the matter of 
drouth relief; Mr. Chant is pre- 
pared to go to Ottawa also to meet 
federal ministers and lay the needs 
of Alberta before them. 

‘“The drouth situation is a ont 
tional calgmity and beyond the abil- 
ity. of the provin¢ée to solve,” Mr. 
Chant stated. “It is therefore nec- 
essary for the Dominion to do some- 
thing to help the province in its 
serious plight.” 


The first break in the ranks of 
the Social Credit party came during 
the past week and S, A. G. Barnes, 
Crediter ..member for Edmonton, 
was finally read out of the party 
by the caucus.. The history of the 
break goes back to: the time of the 
election, when Mr. Barnes thought 
he should have been given a cabi- 
net post, preferahly the portfolio 


| of education, but Premier Aberhart, 


as an experienced teacher, took that 
office himself and Mr, Barnes was 
nt given cabinet rank. 

It-is said the ousted Edmonton 
member was agrieved over that and 
has not been a 100 per cent Social 
Crediter since. He at one time re- 
fused to appear before the central 
executive and explain his activities 
and during the session last March 
voted on an important measure with 
the opposition against the govern- 
ment, 

This will not be the first politica’ 
change Mr. Barnes has made in his 
career, as at one time he was a sun- 
porter of the Labor party. His 
plans for the future have not been 
revealed yet. Neither is it decided 


where he will sit in the House if he 


continues to be a member... At pres- 
ent his seat is significantly placed 
next to the Conservative group at 
the extreme end of the Social Group 
in. the. House. 

Mr, Barnes is said to be contem- 
plating resigning his peat and run- 
ning in a_ by-election “to test the 
stand taken by the government, but 
informed quarters consider there is 
no likelihood of him taking such e 
step. 


Whe break came when the Edmon- 
ton member wrote an open letter, 
also handed ‘to the press, in which 
he strongly criticized Premier .Aber- 
hart and his methods, ‘stating they 
savered of Facism. Then the Pre- 
mier stated in public that Mr. Barnes 
had been suspended by the exécu- 
tive council two months ago.

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Doubtiess there were few persons 
who foresaw that the birth of a boy 
in the County of Devon, England, on 
June 16, 1836, christened William 
Saunders was an event that would 
later prove of the most profound sig- 
nificance to ithe Dominion of, Canada., 
The fact is that. no'dther man has 
made a greater contribution to Cana- 
dian agriculture than the late Dr. 
William Saunders. The chain of 
Dominion, Experimental Farms and 
Stations is virtually a monument’ to 
the work he began 50 years ago, for 
he was the first director of this sys- 
tem of farms, which are now located 
in strategic. positions across the en- 
tire length of the Dominion. 

The new administration. building 
at the Central Experimental. Farm to 
be known as the William Saunders 
Building, and which was opened on 
June 6, stands ‘upon the site of his 
former home. 


William Saunders came to Canada 
as a boy of 12 with his parents, who 
settled at London, Ontario, and 
there on September 13, 1914, three 
years after his retiremént as direc- 
tor of the Dominion Experimental 
Farms, his long, useful life closed. 
His death removed a man whose con- 
tribution to the national welfare in 
its widest aspect, was, fully equal to 
that of any statesman, or great man 
in any of the other vocations. It 
was said of Dr. Saunders that “no 
man did more or will ever have the 
opportunity which he had and of 
which he took the fullest advantage 
to increase the production of land 
in Canada. 

When Hon. John Carling (later Sir 
John) as Dominion Minister of Agri- 
culture, who represented London, 
Ontario, in the House of Commons, 
was authorized in 1885 to proceed 
with the organization of a system of 
experimental farms, he selected ‘his 
fellow citizen, William Saunders, 
who by that time had established a 
reputation as a botanist, entomolo- 
gist, horticulturist and business man, 
to visit the United States for the 
purpose of learning how the experi- 
ment stations in that country were 
operated and with what success.

Dr. Saunders’ interests, however, 
inchiied . all phases of ornamental 
horticulture. He was largely re- 
sponsible for introducing and dis- 
seminating in Canada the Caragana 
or Siberian Pea Tree, which he 
recognized as having great possibili- 
ties for Western Canada on account 
of its extreme hardiness and rapid 
growth under semi-arid conditions. 
His breeding work with roses result- 
ed in the creation of varieties such 
as the Agnes and Mary Arnot, while 
many new varieties of gladioli and 
other flowers were the result of his 
efforts. His knowledge of Canadian 
trees and shrubs resulted in the Ar- 
boretum at the Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa, and excellent plant- 
ings on the five original experimental 
farms and on many public institu- 
tions throughout Canada. 

Dr. Saunders’ introduction to Can- 
ada of many varieties of forage crops 
which play a very important part in 
the present production of such crops 
is probably not generally recognized. 
It was he who in 1887 introduced 
Brome ‘grass from Russia. Earlier 
work inaugurated by him brought 
into domestic use on such a large 
scale Western Rye grass, while ‘his 
early interest in the introduction and 
adoption of better varieties of corn, 
clovers, and the like, resulted in ex- 

periments which in turn caused the 
adoption of crop practices’ on which 
the live stock industry of Eastern 
Canada has been built. 

Because of the great needs for 
newer and better cereals and the 

“lack of such varieties throughout the 
world, Dr. Saunders displayed a par- 
ticular interest towards the unex- 
plored field of plant breeding. He 
realized that a significant contribu- 
tion was possible in the field of 
cereal production.

By the year 1903 Dr. William 
Saunders had trained his son, now 
Sir Charles Saunders, as his succes- 
sor in cereal breeding work and turn- 
ed over to him for further perfection 
some 48 varieties of wheat, 11 varie- 
ties of oats, 23 varieties of barley, 
and 24 varieties of peas, together 
with a vast amount of hybrid ma- 
terial not yet fixed in type. With 
this foundation on which to work, 
Sir Charles Saunders developed Mar- 
quis wheat. 

Dr. William Saunders was a great 
administrator. Those who knew 
him loved him. He was always kind 
and .considerate, never petulant, * but 
quiet, firm, endowed with excellent 
judgment of both men and affairs. 
There was no impetuosity or desire 
for exaggeration in his character. 
His regard for the truth in all things 
was an inflexible characteristic, and 
he was a strict disciplinarian. He 
had a fine respect for the public 
purse, which at the time the farms 
were started, was an essential attri- 
bute, for otherwise the system might 
have been wrecked in its infancy. In 
looks Dr. Saunders personified the 
benevolent savant that he was.

Become Separate Entity 

Vancouver Island as a separate 
province within confederation is the 
aim of, the Vancouver Island Pro- 
vincial Assotiation, whose organiza- 
tion was announced recently. 

H. D. Twigg, former Victoria 
member of the British Columbia leg- 
islature, is organizer of the associa- 
tion and offices have been opened in 
Victoria with the purpose of pushing 
the aims of the new group and 
organizing the entire island. 

Mr. Twigg said provincial status 
would be sought by constitutional 
means. He said the island at one 
time was a separate entity, prosper- 
ous with a low debt and. large capi- 
tal assets.

Artificial Radium 


New Discovery May Assist In The 
Fight Against Cancer 

Discovery of a form of artificial 
radium which may help the fight 
against cancer was described by 
Mme. Irene Joliot-Curie, Nobel prize 
winner, in a lecture at the interna- 
tional clinic of the Medical Associa- 
tion in London. 

Mme. Joliot-Curie, under-secretary 
for scientific research in the new 
French cabinet of Leon Blum, is a 
daughter of the late Mme. Marie 
Curie, co-discoverer of radium, used 
extensively for cancer. She won the 
Nobel prize in chemistry last year 
with her husband. 

She explained how, by atom- 
splitting methods, a vast range of 
chemicals could be given some active 
properties of radium, and cldimed it 
would be possible to apply these 
radio-active substances by injections. 

Although they cannot yet be pro- 
duced in sufficient quantities to com- 
pete with natural radium for ex- 
ternal use, these substances soon 
will be ayailable in amounts large 
enough to be administered internally, 
Mme, Joliot-OCurie /said.

Strange Creature Discovered On 
Beach At Pacific Coast 

A 12-foot 1,300-pound “sea ser- 
pent,” discovered on the beach near 
Aberdeen, Wash., was being examined 
by a zoologist, D. W. Black of Balti- 
more, and his two assistants. 

Black said the creature faintly re- 
sembles reconstructed skeletons of 
prehistoric animals. The creature 
has a head similar to that of a goat, 
eyes eight inches apart and deep-set 
like a pig's, and heavy, sharp teeth. 

The nore is missing, but the dis- 
tance from the crown of the head to 
the end of the snout is 14 inches. 
The body is tapered like a buffalo's, 
with a four-foot tail like that of a 
muskrat. 

With heavy and oily skin, the 
creature has 14 ribs, each about an 
inch and a half wide and four inches 
apart. 

Black said that in 16 years of re- 
search he never saw such an animal 
before. 

Two years ago a “sea serpent” 
was washed ashore near Prince 
Rupert, B.C., but he turned out to 
be a wax-nosed shark. 


An interesting story is told of the

Alarm Times ’Phone Talk 


Device Gives” WaFning. Half Minute 
Before Time Is Up 

It no longer is necessary to watch 
the clock to avoid extra charges in 
telephoning. When the telephone 
operator announces that the three- 
minute interval is up, sometimes per- 
sons are in the midst of a conversa- 
tion that cannot be finished without 
an extra fee. 
An ingenious telephone call-time 
has been devised which warns of the 
approach of the end of the call.

Equals ‘European Wood 


Newfoundland Timber Is Good But 
Needs More Care 

Newfoundland timber was gener- 
ally admitted to be at least equal to 
Northern European wood in physical 
qualities, but the game care in pro- 
duction was not taken, Jack Miner, 
chief forestry officer of the depart- 
ment of natural resources, said in a 
report published following a study of 
United Kingdom markets. 

Chief Forestry Officer Turner said 
he talked with importers, dealers 
and users, operators of two coal 
mines, a paper mill, one newsprint 
mill, and a number of timber stor- 
age yards during his tour. 

“Newfoundland wood is_ strong 
enough for pitprops and structural 
timbers and gives a ‘hig’ yield of 
good fibre for paper making. Our 
spruce and balsam are rated as good 
raw material. 

“Unfortunately, the finished pro- 
duct—pitprops, pulpwood or wood 
wool stock—is often not good,” the 
report stated. 

While it was “almost unheard of” 
for a shipment of Finnish or Rus- 
sion wood to be rejected, some wood 
was turned down in almost every 
Newfoundland shipment to the Bri- 
tish Isles. 


Change In Surroundings 


Plans Under Way Will Be Improve- 
ment To Westminster Abbey 

A profound change is to come over 
the surroundings of Westminster 
| Abbey within a comparatively short 
| time. 

The statue of King George V., 
which is to form part of the nation's 
memorial to his late majesty, is to 
be placed on a space, which will be 
cleared of its present buildings, ly- 
ing between the Abbey and the Vic-

At Gull Lake 


. By V.BM V.B.M. 

‘While white pails lazed in the blue 
distance of Gull Lake last Sunday 
and the merry shouts of surf bath- 
ers mingled with the hum of the 
motor boats at Brownlow’s Land- 
ing, Harry, popular host at the 
Landing and veteran fresh. water 
skipper of Alberta, took time off to 
tell an interesting yarn of the early 
days on Gull Lake when a company 
of Gentlemen Adventurers (known 
as Messrs. Brownlow, Putland and 
Thorp) navigated her waters with 
their worthy craft, the “Sea Gull.” 

Built in Peterboro, brought to Ed- 
monton by the Peace River Trans- 
portation Company and later cere- 
moniously launched at Gull Lake 
on June 10th, 1900, the Sea Gull 
was for many years mistress of the 
lake. Sturdily fashioned of oak, 32 
feet long with an 8-foot beam, she 
was the first steam boat to breast 
these waves and on many happy 
occasions she made her cruise loaded 
to capacity with~-pleasure seeking 
passengers. 

A Memorable Day 

For one such auspicious event, 
according to Mr. Brownlow, the Sea 
Gull had been chartered by the late 
Hon. W. H. Cushing, M.L.A., from 
Calgary ,to accommodate a Sunday 
Schoal picnic. It was in 1908 and 
the arrangements between the Hon-

of Public Works for Alberta, and vol 
BroWnlow were? Oates: m 
cently installed Belli Telephone’ sys- 
tem. During this conversation it 
was specified that the cruise was to 
occupy one half day at the regular 
price of $6. * 

At the appointed’ time, Mr. Cush- 
ing, accompanied by the Rev. A. S. 
Tuttle’ of Edmonten -and about 35 
others, arrived at Aspen Beach. The 
Sea Gull lay at anchor 60 rods off { 
shore and the passengers were con- 
veyed to her by rowboat. The 
weather was ideal, the lake like 
mirrored glass, and. all went merry 
with the excursioners. At sundown 
the party was safely set ashore by 
the first mate, “Cappy” Thorp of 
Bentley. Only the Reverend Tuttle, 
commissioned to make financial 
settlement for the trip, remained 
aboard. :

Preserving B.C. Landmark 


Directional Finder Will Be Carefully | 
Guarded In Future 

A block of stone engraved with 
lead letters, left at Vancouver, B.C., 
in 1898 by the crew of H.M.S. Egeria 
to determine longitude and latitude, 
has been uncovered near the sunset 
gun in Stanley Park. 

The stone, buried under moss and 
gravel, was formerly used to correct 
errors in ship’s instruments but fell 
into disuse and was completely for- 
gotten. 

Inscribed on the stone is the exact 
longitude and latitude of its position 
with a note it was placed there by 
the Egeria, historic British survey 
ship. . 

The mark is badly worn by feet 
of careless* visitors who were un- 
aware a historic relic lay hidden be- 
neath them. Steps are being taken 
to preserve the landmark. A _ pro- 
tective barrier of chain and con- 
crete will be erected around it or it 
will be raised on a stone pedestal 
surrounded by a small garden plot. 


Marine Broadcasting Station 


Latest Radio Equipment Integral 
Part Of Belfast Liner 

According to the London Times, a 
new liner is now being built at Bel- 
fast which will have as an integral 
part of its equipment a complete 
broadcasting station. It will have 
not only an adequately powered 
transmitter of latest, most up-to-date 
design but specially constructed 
broadcasting studios and a special 
personnel for the purpose of planning 
and producing programs for the 
benefit of listeners ashore. The name 
of the ship is the Kanimbla. 

When completed, it will sail from 
Belfast to its home port in Mel- 
bourne, Australia, where it will be 
put into active service between Ade- 
laide, South Australia, and Cairns, | 
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Late King George Will Be Im- 
mortalized All Over Empire 

The late King George V. will be 
remembered through the ages. There 
have been 200 suggestions for mem- 
orials, aside from statues. 

Among the leading suggestions 
for a “philanthropic” national mem- 
orial to the late king are: 

Acquisition of land for a national 
park. 

Homes for old people throughout 
the nation, 

A medical research fund to. in- 
clude the provision of radium for 
cancer. 

Hostels for young men and women 
seeking employment far from their 

omes, 

(The money for the philanthropic 
memorial will be raised through pub- 
lic subscription.) 

In addition, many towns and cities 
throughout Great Britain are select- 
ing memorials. 

It is proposed to have a stained 
glass window in Liverpool cathedral 
and a solid granite statue in Aber- 
deen. 

A tablet will mark the spot where 
King George lay in staté in West- 
minster Hall. 

A plaque is being placed on the 
cottage in Wandsworth visited by 
the King on one of his jubilee tours. 

There will be a great statue of 
King George on a site in London 
near Parliament Square. 

And throughout the empire there 
will be innumerable statues and 
memorials to the dead monarch. 

In New Delhi, India, there will be 
a@ statue approved by the King him- 
self during his lifetime, placed in the 
centre of Princes Park. 

Charles Jagger, sculptor, died be; 
fore he finished the carving of the 
figure, but it will be completed. 

The Princes of India are providing 
this memorial as their contribution 
to the new winter capital of India 
where the foundation stone was laid 
by King George at the conclusion of 
his Coronation Durbar in 1911. 

And in Bombay there will be a 
memorial infirmary for incurables. 


Believes Sun To Blame 


Causes Periodical Fadeout On Short 
Wave Radio Set 

If your short wave radio set mys- 
teriously goes out of commission 
every 54 days—as all of them do— 
blame the sun! . 

Dr. Robert S. Richardson of Mt. 
Wilson Observatory near Pasadena, 
Cal., believes he has solved one of 
the puzzling problems of radio by 
means of a theory which has been 
verified by. photographic proof. 

Brilliant eruptions of gas over sun 
spots, which occur about every 
second time that the sun rotates, or 
roughly every 54 days, are followed 
by a “dead” period of from 20 min- 
utes to five hours, Dr. Richardson 
learned. 

There was a “fadeout” period Feb. 
14 that led to the successful experi- 
ment. It was noticeable in England 
and the United States. 

If this theory were correct, Dr. 
Richardson reasoned that early in 
April the same phenomenon would 
occur. He made almost continuous 
observations from April 6 on. 

Photographic plates exposed at 
8:47 a.m. on April 8 revealed an un- 
usually brilliant sunspot eruption. 
Then came a deluge of reports that 
at the same time radio signs began 
to fade out.

Scot Uses Super-Heated Steam 

A noteworthy innovation in British 
railway practice took place when 
“The. Royal Scot,” the famous L., 
M. & S. train from Euston, London, 
to Glasgow Central was drawn by 
the turbomotive, a new- type of. en- 
gine which has been completed by 
the Company at their Crewe works. 

Developing some 2,000 horsepower 
with a tender capacity of nine tons ‘ 
of coal and 4,000 gallons of water, 
the engine uses super-heated steam 
at a pressure of 250 pounds .per ; 
square inch. 

The turbomotive presents an un- 
usual feature in the almost complete 
absence of the visible mechanism 
that characterizes the ordinary ex- 
press engine. The only visible parts 
are the coupling rods of the driving 
wheels.

Enemy in Garden 


From the viewpoint of the gar- 
dener and the vegetable grower, cut- 
worms are among the most imnor- 
taut insects to be combated. They 
do an immense amount of damage 
annually, especially in the spring 
and early summer, when the -plants
